The present invention relates to a synchronization method of a UPnP-based home network 
capable of transmitting information of a CP to another CP in a different place automatically by 
implementing the CP as a UPnP device. In a UPnP-based network system performing a 
roaming function by including at least two CPs, one of the CPs is implemented as a controllable 
UPnP device. 

Dl relates to a remote control device with a graphical user interface for wirelessly 
communicating with a multimedia system comprised of a plurality of audio/video device. 

D2 relates to an information processing system and a method for controlling device to solve a 
problem of compatibility in home network. 

Therefore, the invention of Claims 1-20 is considered to be novel and to involve an inventive 
step.

Claim 1-20, which relate to a synchronization method of UPnP-based home network operating 
a roaming from a place to another place by transmitting information of a CP automatically to 
another CP, are considered to be industrial applicable.
